Carpeting Installed 
At Granger School 
In Economy Move 

Eleven hundred yards of wall- 
to-wall carpeting were installed 
in the newly completed Tl-room 
addition to the Granger Elemen¬ 
tary School in Agawam this 
week. 

According to Munson and Mal- 
lis. designers of the school addi¬ 
tion, Agawam has the distinction 
of being the first school in this 
area to put in carpeting, which 
has become very popular in the 
west. Substantial savings to the 
school system are all'ected Mr. 
Munson said, through great¬ 
ly reduced upkeep and custodial 
care. 

Green, brown and beige tweeds 
in a heavy duty twist, known in 
the trade as round wire, are used 
in the Grangei addition, with 
approximately 100 yards being 
required for each classroom. Cor¬ 
ridors are not being covered.

Q. I will be 65 in several 
months. Is there anything I have 
to do about my social security? 

A. If you’re going to retire 
when you reach 65, go to your 
social security office 2 or 3 months 
before your birthday and apply 
for your social security benefits. 
Even if you are not retiring ,you 
should get in touch with the so¬ 
cial security office when you reach 
65. You can find out about how 
much you’ll get when you do re¬ 
tire and

what documents you’ll 
need to support your application 
for benefits. 

Q. If I retire at age 65, should 
I apply for benefits then or a few 
months before or after? 

A. You may apply as early as 
3 months before your actual re¬ 
tirement date, and it’s a good idea 
to do so. You’ll then have time to 
gather and submit any records or 
family documents, if necessary, 
and be able to receive your first 
check without delay. 

Q. My wife and I both started 
working part-time after we start¬ 
ed receiving social security bene¬ 
fits. We each earn only -SI 200, but 
a friend said that since our earn¬ 
ings are $2400, we will lose some 
benefits. Is this correct? 

A. No, it isn’t. You and your 
wif'j are each permitted to earn 
up ot $1200 in a calendar year 
without losing any benefits.

Commenting on attempts by 
certain recent political appoint¬ 
ees to be frozen in their jobs, 
the Local said, “we apparently 
have such a fine home that some 
of these reorganization appointees 
want to stay. Don’t they have 
confidence that the Governor who 
appointed them will be re-elected; 
or do they fear that their contri¬ 
butions to the Department’s pro¬ 
gram may be so evaluated that 
they will be fired?” 

Volpe said “this is the kind of 
federal-state issue to which Gov¬ 
ernor Peabody should be direct¬ 
ing his attention. Morale in the 
DPW among its professional per¬ 
sonal is at an all-time low. It is 
a disgrace that so many fine pro¬ 
fessional talents are being ig¬ 
nored or by-passed for political 
reasons.

A STATEMENT FROM VOLPE 

BOSTON — Former Governor 
John A. Volpe said today that 
Massachusetts “is being faced 
with the threat of losing millions 
of dollars for state highway con¬ 
struction due to the typical con¬ 
fusion and inaction of Governor 
Peabody.” 

Volpe, who served almost four 
years as Commissioner of the 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW) under Governor Herter, 
said Peabody “is evading his re¬ 
sponsibility as chief executive by 
refusing to inform the people of 
Massachusetts why road building 
in the state has come to a virtual 
halt.” 

He said that in both the fed¬ 
eral interstate and federal sec¬ 
ondary road programs, Massa¬ 
chusetts “is well behind the na- 
tipnal average in making use of 
available monies. This gap in 


uur interstate-road program 
remains at a standstill and the 
secondary road program ha s fall¬ 
en still further behind schedule,” 
Lt. Gov. Francis X. Bellotti said 
today. 

Bellotti made the comment as 
he continued his campaign to un¬ 
seat Gov. Peabody in the Septem¬ 
ber 10 Democratic primary. 

“On June 1, 1964, the interstate 
highway program was 57 per cent 
behind schedule and they ur • .-till 
at a standstill with no progress 
being made to improve commuter 
transportation, on our roads,” Bel¬ 
lotti said. 

He pointed out that the average 
state has already used 24 per cent 
of the available 1965 federal road 
building funds. Massachusetts has 
not used any of the available 1965 
funds and is in danger of losing 
its total allocation. 

“Massachusetts under the so- 
called Peabody re-organization of 
the DPW has used only 74 per 
cent of its 1964 road building 
funds,” Bellotti warned. 

Bellotti pointed--out that we 
have the same problem on our 
•secondary road program. The ave¬ 
rage state has already used 29 
per cent of next year’s funds. The 
Commonwealth has used none of 
these funds and only 45 per cent 
of the 1964 funds. A month ago 
tlve state was 79 per cent behind 
or. its secondary road program, 
now it is even further behind. 

“It i s very difficult to imagine 
that an administration which has 
created 102 new jobs in its re¬ 
organized DPW at an added cost 
of $900,000 would be so far behind 
on the actual building of roads,” 
Bellotti said.

STEPS TU FOLLOW IF AN 
At TO ACCIDENT OCCURS 
W 3 are often asked what im¬ 
mediate action should be taken in 
the event of an automobile acci¬ 
dent^ Here are four steps to fol¬ 
low. 

1. If someone is injured make 
him as comfortable as possible 
and call the police for an ambu¬ 


lance. Remember many injuries 
can be compounded by moving the 
victim. 

2. Set flares or signals and take 
all other possible action to avoid 
other accidents at the scene. 

3. Write the name and addresses 
; of others involved in the accident, 
- including witnesses. 

4. Call your insurance agent or 
his representative. Having follow- 

j ed this procedure you should then 
! consider these suggestions 

Don’t discuss the accident with 
janyone except your insurance 
agent, your lawyer or a law en¬ 
forcement officer. 

Avoid arguments at the scene. 
Responsibility can’t be determined 
under tension. 

Examine the scene, take notes, 


and. if possible, take -pictures. 

Ignore anyone offering curb¬ 
stone legal advice or suggestions 
from bystanders about legal 
counsel. 

When persons are injured or 
damage is extensive most states 
require a written report. Be sure 
to file one with the proper au¬ 
thorities. The police will help you.

WASHINGTON—Always had 
a yen to have a buffalo around 
the house? Well, the government 
will be happy to sell you one for 
$200 on a first-come, first-served 
basis. 

The 238 buffalo-—and 89 elk 
and 91 longhorn—are being taken 
en from the government’s wildlife 
refuges to prevent crowding on 
the ranges. 

Live Buffalo will be sold from 
the Wichita Mountains Wildlife 
Refuge, Cache, Okla.; Fort Nio¬ 
brara National Wildlife Refuge, 


Valentine, Neb., and the National 
Bison Range, Moiese, Mont. Live 
longhorn will be sold at Wichita 
Mountains and Fort Niobrara. 
There will be no sale ol’ live elk. 

Though it was once feared that 
the buffalo might become extinct, 
the numbers have been increasing 
l'or years now, with the result 
the government each year has a 
surplus of animals. 

If the surplus were not dis¬ 
posed of, a spokesman pointed 
out, the range would be over¬ 
grazed, and this would threaten 
the entire government herds.
